Rafik Asha, of the United Arab 
Republic, presided. He read a 
brief, strongly written statement. 
It condemned the massacre of 
unarmed persons in South Africa 
and appealed to ‘“‘the conscience 
of the world’’ to join in that in- 
dictment. 


This action was a prelude to 


a called meeting of the increas-, 


ingly influential Asian-African 
group in the U.N. It will press 
strongly for assembly and secur- 
ity council action. . 


The phrase ‘‘we appeal to the 
conscience of the world’’ remained 
in one’s ears long after the meet- 
ing ended. And there is evidence 
on every hand that this request 
has not gone unheeded. It was 
obviously a matter of conscience 
before the African group put it 
into formal phrases. 


Adverse Comment 


There is no national capital 
which has not commented ad- 
versely. Statesmen in every coun- 
try have condemned the shoot- 
ing of unarmed persons. Even the 
United States felt impelled to com- 
ment, though our people knew in 
advance they would have a double 
flare-back. South Africa would be 
angry, and that nation, plus most 
of the others, would jibe at us 
because of the fiery filibuster 
against civil rights and the denial 
of general human rights as illus- 
trated by the sit-ins in the South 
which have become a top interna- 
tional story, intriguing the interest 
of millions around the world. The 
U.S.S.R., for example, has been 
broadcasting the most inflamma- 
tory words of Southern senators 
and House members in dozens of 
languages to colored peoples 
around the globe ever since mid- 
February when the debate began. 


This may be dismissed as un- 
important by those whose minds, 
like those of the extremist in 
South Africa, are on fire with 
frustrations, anger and the fury 
which comes with interrupted 
comfortable customs long enjoyed. 
But it would be an immense error 
to ignore that the conscience of 
the world is active. 


All around this mysterious 
earth of ours there is a strong 
drive toward human rights. It is 
no longer possible to be isolated 
or to say of an issue of human 
rights that it is purely a domestic 
issue. Since Hemingway's quote 
of John Donne in ‘‘For Whom the 
Bell Tolls,’’ the famous quotation 
has become somewhat shopworn. 
But it retains its vitality and va- 
lidity. No man, or nation, is an 
island unto himself or itself. 


Old Customs 


It is plain that Some years ago 
the old customs of the old status 
quo reached a new plateau. It 
was only 1947 that Britain was 
surrendering what are now the 
republics of India, Pakistan and 
Burma and was moving out of 
Palestine, surrendering its man- 
date there. Israel was born out of 
that travail. The Dutch then were 
trying to retrieve what is now In- 
donesia. 


It was high noon for the ‘“‘old 
days” sometime before that. It is 
never possible to pinpoint the ex- 
act time. But the process does not 
stop. 


This is for the next great pla- 
teau after the Civil War. In 1861 
slavery was the accepted custom. 
It was defended as Biblically in- 
spired. Old customs are not easily 
uprooted. But in 1861 Russia’s 
ezar had freed the serfs. The ‘con- 
science of the world condemned 
slavery. Those who clutched it to 
their breasts and said ‘This is 
Mine” and who refused to agree 
to a slow change were the losers. 


Old customs of denying equal 
human rights in law, the ballot, 
education, all public tax support- 


. ed facilities, and general citizen- 
ship are difficult to change. But 


the conscience of the world is 
heavy. A philosopher has warned 
us that those who do not learn 
from the errors of the past are 


doomed to repeat them.

French Again

PARIS — Premier Khrushchev 
Friday made the sharpest attack 
on West Germany of his current 
French visit. He also renewed 
threats to sign a separate peace 
treaty with East Germany. 


The Russian leader, however, 
continued to disclaim any intent 
to come between France and her 
allies. 


At lunchtime, before the French 
Diplomatic Press Assn., « Khru- 
shchev cited a Russian proverb: 


a hundred rubles,” to illustrate 
his innocence of desire to form 
French-Soviet ties at the expense 
of France’s “present friends.”’ 


ACCUSES ADENAUER 


Two hours later, speaking to a 
French-Soviet friendship group 
from the French Parliament 
(representing many non-Commu- 
nist ‘shades of opinion), the Soviet 
Premier accused Chancellor Ade- 
nauer of seeking to upset the re- 
sults of World War II. With great 
emphasis and in solemn tones, 
he added a warning: 


“IT tell you frankly that the 
possibility of a change in favor 
of Germany from the East is ex- 
cluded completely and forever. 
Germany will seek, therefore, an 
opening to the West. You will re- 
call my words. You will say that 
I was right.” 


Attacks on what he calls re- 
surgent German militarism and 
the spirit of revenge have pro- 
vided the motif of his _ public 
declarations during the first three 
days of his 12-day visit here. 


RAISES POSSIBILITY 


In the course of a wide-ranging 
speech and a question and answer 
period at the press lunch, he 
raised the possibility of a sepa- 
rate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many if his efforts to achieve a 
general German _ settlement 
proved in vain.

AIR FORCE SHAKES UP STRATEGY 


U.S. To Speed Spy Satellites 
To Counter All-Out Attacks

WASHINGTON—The Pentagon 
announced Friday a major shift 
in defense plans against ‘‘weapons 
on which the Soviet will have to 
rely for decisive attacks within the 
next several years.” 


In a formal statement, the de- 
fense department said the Air 
Force plans to accelerate the pro- 
gram for developing the Midas 
detection satellite. 


This satellite, to be hurled into 
an orbit around the earth, would 
be equipped with instruments de- 
signed to detect “intercontinental 
ballistic missiles at the earliest 
possible moment after launching,” 
the Pentagon said. 

The new plan calls for speedier 
construction of the second and

In Prices Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Living 
costs returned to their highest 
point in history last month. Offi- 
cials said this probably heralds a 
new gradual climb in consumer 
prices. 


Contributing to the February 
rise were a continuing increase in 
home mortgage interest rates, hit- 
ting as high as 8 per cent in some 
parts of the country, and a sizable 
boost in health insurance pre- 
miums. 


Last month’s increase wiped out 
small December and January de- 
clines and lifted the Labor De- 
partment’s consumer price index 
back to the record set in Novem- 
ber—125.6 per cent of the 1947-49 
average. 


The living cost rise of two-tenths 
of one per cent between January 
and February nicked another cent 
from the dollar’s buying value. 


Food costs, major component of 
the family budget, declined a bit 
in February for the fifth straight 
month, reaching their lowest point 
in more than two years. But costs 
of clothing, housing, medical care 
and a wide range of services 
went up. 

Pay rates of fewer than 150,000 
workers were up for automatic 
adjustment on the basis of the 
hew cost figures. 


Earnings, less tax deductions, 
_declined about one dollar a week 
for the average factory worker 
_heading a family of four, but the 
‘new average of $81.10 was still

ing hours reduced earnings.

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Road Maintenance 
Is Still Inadequate 


Estimates by the State Highway Dept. 
that the late winter freezes, snow and 
heavy rains caused at least 10 million 
dollars damages to highways in north 
Georgia comes as no great surprise. 

Weather damage to roads is antici- 
pated in winter but this year it has been 
unusually heavy. Georgia’s inadequate 
maintenance program will be more heav- 
ily taxed than ever and some of the roads 
probably will deteriorate beyond repair. 

Despite the fact this administration 
has increased funds available for road 
maintenance, the job to be done in com- 
parison with funds allotted to it are far 
out of proportion. While the state is 
spending more money on roads than ever 
before, the need to match federal-aid 
funds and to carry out state-financed 
commitments still leaves too little for 
maintenance. 

Local politicians, too, still press for 
funds to finance county projects and this 
pressure is not likely to let up. 

Legislative committees which have 
studied Georgia’s system of building 
roads recently have pointed to deficien- 
cies in planning which account for a great 
deal of waste. Emphasis in the past has 
been placed upon miles of roads paved 
with no thought about what will happen 
to them after completion. As a result, 
maintenance has been neglected and mil- 
lions of dollars in highways disintegrate 
as a result. ° 

As we have said here many times be- 
fore, this practice in the long run is ex- 
tremely wasteful of taxpayers’ funds. 
While it may please the politicians in 
quest of votes, the long-range effects are 
harmful. 

One of the proposals of the reorgani- 
zation committee last year was that the 
state undertake a thorough highway 
needs study and tailor its road building 
program to such established needs. It was 
not adopted but it still remains one of the 
most constructive suggestions of the com- 
mittee. 

Georgia indeed is undertaking the big- 
gest road building program in its history. 
But much of it, too, will prove to be a 


collossal waste unless provisio are 
made now to keep them in repair\ Pri- 
vate businesses which spend millians in 


capital investments certainly make’ plans 
for maintenance of same. Surely the same 
rule should apply to public investments in 
roads.

Shortage of Nurses Is 
Concern of All Citizens 


Members of the medical and nursing 
professions are becoming increasingly 
concerned about the critical shortage of 
trained nurses in Georgia. 


So is the average citizen. The impor- 
tant role played by nurses is well recog- 
nized along with-the difficulty in obtain- 
ing such services due to the insufficient 
number who choose nursing as a career. 


In fact, medical officials say that. the 
state has only half as many trained nurses 
as it should have, which has resulted in 
some hospitals becoming so understaffed 
that no registered nurse is on duty on 
some shifts. 


One of the brightest hopes toward 
improving .the situation is the Future 
Nurses Club of Georgia, an organiza- 
tion with units in 65 high schools, which 
will send approximately 125 members to 
statewide sessions today and tomorrow at 
the University of Georgia’s Center for 
Continuing Education. 

There they will meet with medical and 


nursing organizations that are seeking to 
encourage qualified young people to 
choose careers as nurses, doctors, medi- 
cal technicians, bacteriologists or in re- 
lated professional fields. 


The meeting will serve a most useful 
purpose in focusing on the need that ex- 
ists. We wish the participants every suc- 
cess in coming up with some workable 
answers to a problem that affects prac- 
tically all citizens of Georgia.

1959 Was State’s Year 
In the Million Class 


Georgia’s material progress measured 
in terms of payrolls and services counted 
a few landmarks in 1959. As outlined in 
a year-end review by Georgia Business, 
publication of the College of Business Ad- 
ministration of the University of Geor- 
gia, the year brought the state: 


One million nonagricultural workers: 
one million children in public schools; one 
million people in the Atlanta area: one 
million telephones in the largest commu- 
nications system. 


During the year there were 176 new 
manufacturing industries located in the 
state for a total capital investment of 40 
million dollars. New jobs created num- 
bered about 6,700 with an estimated an- 
nual payroll of approximately 21 million 
dollars. 

In addition there were industrial ex- 
pansions representing capital outlays of 
68 million dollars in 112 plants. These 
created an estimated 4,400 jobs with an 
estimated annual payroll of approxi- 
mately $12,500,000. 

Nonagricultural employment  aver- 
aged 1,007,400 for the year as for the first 
time the number on payrolls passed the 
million mark. Agricultural employment 
was estimated at 242,000, for a total aver- 
age employment of 1,359,000. 

The figures, of course, indicate fur- 
ther that Georgia’s economy is still chang- 
ing. They reflect the known shift in pop- 
ulation from rural to urban areas and 
the continued change from an agricul- 
tural economy to a greater balance in 
agriculture, industry and service trades.

Half-Trillion Economy 
Is Becoming a Reality 


In view of the nervous stock market, 
the complaints of stagnation in retail sales 
and some wavering of business confi- 
dence, news that the nation’s output of 
goods and services reached an annual 
rate of 500 billion dollars a year in the 
January-March quarter comes as some- 
what of a surprise. 


The figures bear out predictions by 
government economists that production 
would pass the half-trillion mark this 
year for the first time in history. Wheth- 
er the level can be maintained through- 
out the year remains to be seen. 


Production in the quarter just end- 
ing showed an expansion which has not 
been matched since 1950. 


Part of the reason, of course, can be 
attributed to the 116-day steel strike of 
last year which depleted inventories of 
most hard goods. But the 16%%-billion- 
dollar gain over the last quarter of 1959 
also represents other factors. 


Rate of economic growth of the na- 
tion has been worrying economists. Our 
annual production increases have been 
‘below those of Western Europe and of 
the Soviet Union. Higher labor costs and 
higher profits without a corresponding in- 
crease in production has. been a major 
factor in inflation. 


The figures offer hope that a break- 
through is being achieved in production 
growth which will offset inflationary 
‘pressures and help restore this country’s 
‘competitive ability.

“Activities all over the country indicate that there is a better 
future for public education than hoped for in the past,” reads the 
opening of an editorial in The Leader just about this time 10 
years ago. ““‘The awakening of the people of the necessity of greater 


opportunities for a broader education for our children, 


is evidenced 


by the outstanding éfforts of the citizens east, west, north and south, 
for improved public schools,” continued the editorial by the late 


Isidor Gelders. 

“What brought about this new 
interest in public schools?’’ wrote 
the late editor of The Leader. 
“Organization by parents all over 
the nation, causing a more direct 
interest of learning of the daily 
environment of their children, the 
kind of school facilities they had 
and the kind of teachers.” 

One of the pioneers in Georgia 
for free schools, free textbooks 
and equal opportunities for both 
rural and city children to secure 
the education necessary to fully 
meet the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship, the late editor and countless 
other supporters of this state’s 
public school program devoted 


‘their energies for tens and lit- 


erally scores of years to help 
build a system which provides 
greatest possible benefits to the 
greatest number of children. 
Now there are many who feel 
that this entire structure of pub- 
lic education, erected block by 


block over more than a lifetime 
of years, can be dismantled al- 
most overnight and replaced with 
a private system.of schools.

WASHINGTON—Credit should be given when 
it is due and the new Soviet ambassador to 
Pakistan, Mihail Stepanovich Kapitsa, may have 
set a diplomatic record. No doubt about it, no Soviet 


icial

Ambassador Kapitsa did it all 
in less than an hour on his first 
day, with a heavy hand, an eye 
for bad manners and a talent for 
the inept phrase—or the deliber- 
ately provocative one. He pre- 
sented his credentials to the head 
of the Pakistani state, Field Mar- 
shal Mohammed Ayub Khan on 
March 12, then immediately after 
leaving the president’s office he 
insulted the Pakistani foreign 
minister, called a statement the 
foreign minister had made on a 
non-Soviet matter a ‘“‘joke,”’ in- 
furiated the press of the nation 
and generated a demand for his 
recall. 


That’s quite an achievement for 
one hour’s diplomatic activity 
and especially, on top of it all, to 
win in the semi-official journal- 
istic voice of the Pakistani gov- 
ernment, Dawn, a_ front-page 
headline describing him as ‘‘an 
envoy we can do without!”’ 

He apparently wanted to in- 
flame the already strained rela- 
tions between Afghanistan, which 
receives large economic aid from 
the Soviets, and Pakistan, which 
is stoutly anti-Communist and 
free-world in its sympathies.

Because the advocates of such

Picket Store Here

Six Negroes‘ and six white persons, who said they 
belong to a newly formed interracial group here, pick- 
eted Rich’s downtown department store for nearly an 


hour Friday night. 


A white picket who identified 
himself as an Emory University 
student said the action was ‘“‘a 
protest against segregated facil- 
ities at Rich’s and stores which 
do the same.” 


Appearing about 7:30 p.m. Fri- 
day in front of entrances to Rich’s 
on Alabama, Forsyth and Broad 
streets, the picketers carried signs 
which proclaimed; 


“Segregation Is Not Democrat- 
ic’’—‘‘They Like the Color of Our 
Money But Not the Color of Our 
Skin’’—“‘Segregation Is the Shame 
of America.” 


The picketers identified them- 
selves as members of the Atlanta 
chapter of the Congress on Racial 
Equality (CORE), an interracial 
organization with chapters in other 
U.S. cities. The Atlanta chapter 
was formed ‘within the last cou- 
ple of weeks,”’ one Negro said. 


Among the pickets was a red- 
haired white woman, wearing a 
black coat and brown saddle 
shoes, who walked back and forth 
in front of a Broad street en- 
trance to the store with a sign 


which said. ‘‘No Colored Race. 
No White Race. One Human 
Race.”’ 


Hundreds of shoppers entered 
and left the store during the 


picketing which, for the most 
part, drew only curious stares 
from passersby. 


Also on the scene—but taking 


no observable part in the picket- 
ing—were Negro Attorney A. T. 
Walden and the Rev. A. D. Wil- 
liam King, brother of Martin 
Luther King Jr. 


Walden, who is one of the at- 
torneys representing the Negro 
students arrested last week in 
sitdown demonstrations at At- 
lanta eating establishments, said 
that “‘we tried to discourage it 
(the picketing).”’ 


“This type of action, we feel, 
should await the outcome of the 
cases now pending in the courts,”’ 
said Walden. 


Several of the pickets ‘were 
questioned on the sidewalk by 
Captains R. E. Little and J. L. 
Moseley of the Atlanta Police De- 
partment. Police said the others 
left before they could talk to 
them. 


Names of the picketers ques- 
tioned were listed by police as: 
Michael E. Goldberger and Stew- 
art M. Wiener, Emory Univer- 
sity students; Willie D. Mays, 
Atlanta University; Ulysses 
Prince, Atlanta University, and 
Evie Delex Thomas, Morehouse 
College.

Bishops of 30 Nations 
Gather at Epworth 


By BETSY FANCHER 


The potentially explosive issue of the Jurisdictional System is 
almost certain to come up for discussion when 150 Methodist lead- 
ers from 30 nations meet at Epworth-by-the-Sea today for the 
World Methodist Interfield Conference. 


Bishop Richard C. Raines, resident Bishop of Indiana, and 
Bishop Arthur J. Moore, both representing the Council of Bishops, 
will be the only Americans present at the week-long meeting witich 
is bringing representatives of all the non-Communist nations to the 
Methodist camp ground on St. Simons Island. 


Bishop Moore said Friday that sessions are “absolutely 
closed” to the public. And the tenor of the Epworth discussions 
will probably not be revealed until the General Conference, su- 
preme law-making body of the Methodist Church, convenes April 
27-May 11 in Denver, Colo. 


But probably the major issue confronting world Methodist 
leaders next week, and again at the General Conference, is the 
question of retaining the Jurisdictional Structure which confines 
Negro Methodists to a Central, non-geographical jurisdiction. 


A report issued in January by U.S. Methodist ministers. and 
laymen recommended retention of the system on the basis that 
abolition of the Central Jurisdiction would place Negroes in geo- 
graphically defined Conferences and deprive them of much of the 
representation they now enjoy. 


How Asian and African Bishops will view this report is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. 


But the course of world Methodists may well be affected by 
the sessions which open today on the island known as the birth- 
place of Methodism. 


In the Shadow 


“‘We live in the shadow,”’ said Mrs. Chong Hee Pang. 

A native of Seoul, she was speaking of the specter of North 
Korean aggression. “We hear they build the airports, the planes. 
The word comes by secret, but we don't know.” 


In the meantime, she continues to edit the “Christian Home”’ 
magazine of the Korean National Council of Churches. It was as 
an editor and commentator on Korea that she stopped briefly in 
Atlanta this week on a nationwide tour sponsored by the Board 
of Missions of The Methodist Church. 


There are, she says, a million and a half Christians in South 
Korea. Presbyterians form the major Protestant group; second in 
number are Methodists, then the Holiness denomination, the 
Salvation Army, Seventh Day Adventists, Baptists and Angelicans. 
The Lutherans are the latest comers. 


All of them have done much to clear up the residue of war, 
and to care for the homeless children. 


But even as they clear away, “‘the shadow looms; the country 
is still divided,”’ says Mrs. Pang. “There is the iron curtain, and 
we are cut off from the North. Sometimes they slip through. We 
hear they live like slaves.

Atlanta attorneys Paul Cadenhead and Frank 
Hester said Friday they have officially terminated their 
ties with the Fulton solicitor general’ s office in the 
special investigation of corruption in state government.

Injunction 


On Viaduct 
Is Granted 


A Fulton Superior Court judge 
declared Friday that both South- 
ern Railway and the City of At- 
lanta are “acting arbitrarily and 
unreasonably’’ in the Techwood 
Viaduct dispute. 


Judge Ralph H. Pharr, who 
leveled the criticism, ruled, how- 
ever, that the railway is entitled 
to an injunction against the city’s 
efforts to take its land for the via- 
duct, pending a trial of the case. 
He said he would grant the in- 
junction. 


THE DISPUTE 


The dispute centers on differ 
ences over viaduct routes prd- 
posed by the city and the rail 
road and over location of viaduct 
piers and construction of the fa- 
cility. 


“The railroad appears especial- 
ly insistent upon not only perpet- 
uating but. almost enshrining ob- 
solescence. In many respects it 
appears to magnify minutiae and 
to point with implausible alarm 
at extremely remote possibilities,’”’ 
the judge said in a written opin- 
ion. 


“On the other hand, the city 
persists in an unrealistic and 
oversimplified approach to com- 
plicated practicalities. Particular- 
ly in regard to location of piers 
17 and 18, it plans to ryn two 
long spans and rest them on these 
piers heedless of consequence or 
cost and without reasonable con- 
sideration of the feasibility of de- 
vising a different plan or similar 
long spans that could be located 
in a different area or supporting 
piers at less important or trouble- 
some points.” 


BOND PROJECT 


His remarks were aimed at 
city and railroad differences 
about the effect the city’s pro- 
posed viaduct route would have 
on the effectiveness of a signal 
tower and on railroad safety. 


It was this difference, along 
with the divisions over the via- 
duct route and design, which 
broke down negotiations and re- 
sulted in the litigation. 


The viaduct is a 1957 city bond 
project which will span the rail- 
road gulch adjacent to Spring 
street. It will tie into the county’s 
Hunter street project on which 
final agreement with affected rail- 
roads is now being drawn.

The greatest single undertak- 
ing of the time in behalf of 
young people will be the golden 
anniversary White House Con- 
ference on Children and Youth. 


The conference, which is 
called every 10 years by the 
President of the United States, 
will be held March 27-April 2 
in Washington. 


Its purpose is to promote op- 
portunities for children and 
youth to realize their full poten- 
tial for a creative life in free- 
dom and dignity. 


Its focus will be on the effects 
of our rapidly changing world 
on the development of young 
people, appraising and reap- 
praising the values and ideals 
we live by and studying the 
factors that influence individual 
fulfillment—family, religion, ed- 
ucation, health and communty 
life. 


Some 7,000 adults and young 
people are expected to take part 


in this conference. Among 
them will be 10 Georgia teen- 
agers. They are: 


Helen Moore, Jonesboro; Wre- 
ford de Voto and Rod McEwen, 
both of Atlanta; Jo Evelyn Whit- 


field, Austell: Bernard Halde- 
man, Albany; Mary Margaret 
Hotard, Chamblee; Jackie Bet- 
sill, Decatur; Barbara Perry, 
Thomson, and William West, 
Fort Valley. 


The conference began in 
1908 when James West and 
Theodore Dreiser called on 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
to discuss the plight of or- 
phaned children. 


So impressed was the Presi- 
dent that on Christmas Day 
he personally addressed 217 in- 
vitations requesting people from 
all over the nation to attend a 
White House conference in Jan- 
uary of 1909.
